CARPET-BAGGERS. 


A Fool's Errand,” written by Judge 
A. W. Tourgee, has had a remarkably 
large sale. It purported to give the 
experience ot a Northern man who 
went South after the war and aimed to 
establish himself there jin business 
“a fool's errand.” The book excited a 
great deal of criticism, especially at 
ths South, as it depicted in a vigorous 
fashion the social ostracism to which 
Northera men of Rspublican princi- 
ples were subjected in the South after 
the war. Some of this criticism at the 
South has been favorable, but the 
most,of it bitterly hostile. Recently 
Mr. Rvyall, a Southerner now resident 
in New York, published a pamphlet 
entitled “A Reply to ‘A Fool's Er- 
rand. Mr. Royal) has the Solid 
Southern sentiment very strong within 
him, as the following extract from his 
pamphlet shows: 

“The number who were willing to 
forego all the enj»yments of the:r wa 
homes to assist iu the patriotic duty of 
reconstructing the rebel States, was 
equal to what the most enthusiastic 
patristt could have hoped from his 
countrymen; and the utter unselfish- 
ness with which they took possession 
of every office that had a salury at- 
tached fo it was in perfect keeping 
with the patriotism of their natures. 
The whole South was at once Overrun 
with the larve of the North. Where- 
ever there dwelt a scoundrel who 
feared that his neighbors would give 
him his deserts in the form of u coat- 
ing of tar and feathers, that neigi:bor- 
hood lost a citizen and the South 
gained an apostle of reconstruction. 
Whenever the womb of the North re- 
volted at ita burden and spewed forth 
some putrid mass of crime, the South 
received a patriot, who knew nothing 
but “restoration of the Usion” and do- 
votion to the poor, down-tredden 
negro.” 

In the N. T. Tribune of January 
31, Judge Tourgee has 2 lengtliy ans- 
wer to Mr. Royali’s pamphlet. The 
judge shows by facts aud figures that 
the talk of Southern men about “car- 
pet-baggers” bas little or no founda. 
tion. He proves that the, number of 
Northern men who settled in the 
South during the six years after the 
war was less than one-tenth of one per 
cent of the whole population of the 
South in 1870. Here are some of the 
striking figures presented by the 
Judge: 

“How many were the ‘larve of the 
North’ who thus —— the South!“ 
32 the returns of the census, 
we shall find that, while in the year 
1860 there were 119,913 per-ons in 
those States who i bern north of 
Mason aud Dix n's line, in 1870 there 
were 130,611 of Northern birth resident 
in the late Confederacy, making 10,698 
to cunstitate the inundation of ‘North- 
ern larve!’ This gives *— 1.000 
persons to 1,000,000 of the population. 
or one in One thousand—one-tenth of 
one per cent. Ia North Carolina 
there were 491 more than in 1860. Ia 
South Carolina, 172 more thao there 
were under the slave regime. Yet 
they were both ‘overrun!’ In Georxi - 
there were 149 and in Alatlema 503 
less than at the beginning of the de 
cade. Yet they were also ‘overrun!’

The Baptist preachers of New York 
late y compared theories and conjec- 
tures as to the language spoken by 
Jesus of Nazereth in his conversation 
with his disciples and his sermuns to 
the multitudes. A distinguished 
Orientalist of that city thinks the 
views of the Baptist misisters not 
worth mentioning, and gives the fol- 
lowing as his own opinion: “Greek 
must have been spoken by the Savior, 
at least a part of the time, for the oo- 
casions on which he used Aramaic 
words are speci: lly mentioned, as, for 
instance, in raising the dead girl, in 
opening the dumb man’s mouth, and 
when he uttered his last words on the 
cross. If all his sayings had been in 
Aramaic, these special phrases would 
probably not have been singled out as 
they were, and the ioterpretation of 
them given in Greek. Of course, 
when he spoke to the peasantry and 
rustics generally he used the language 
with which they were familiar, and 
which was, as I have said, the Ara- 
maic.”

By cok - 
ing, the cane sugar may be changed 
to grape sugar, and thus lose its 
sweetening power. Some women put 
the suger in with a mass of acid fruit 
to» be cooked, und keep cooking and 
adding sugar, while it keeps on grow- 
ing sourer, until at last they use two 
and-one-half times as much sugar as 
they need to secure the desired result. 
The cave sugur had changed to grape 
sugar. Now,if the sugar had been 
added after the ftuit was cooked much 
less would have been required, and 
the result would have been far more 
satisfactory.”
